BFEFECT OF CUTTING BACK, 


This frequent cutting back of the 


branches of the tree while it is young 
prevents the long bare branches 
Which are so characteristic of old 
orchard trees. It also prevents the 
tree from growing too tall—a condi- 
tion which makes it dificult to ga- 
ther the fruit or to spray the tree, 
| With the low-head trees less, prop- 
ping is necessary than with trees 
having long framework branches. 
Phe load of fruit is carried nearer 
the trunk, and the main structural 
branches being larger in proportion 
to their length are therefore better 
able to carry any load of fruit which 
the tree may develop, 


ANNUAL AND BIENNIAL CROPS. 


Judicious pruning, as has been 
pointed out, not only facilitates the

those—called “engrossers"~—who plan- 
ned to gain control over necessities, 
such as grain or food stuffs in consid- 
erable quantities, elther by purchase or 


otherwise, with the intention of raising 
prices, 

The statute book holds quite a series 
of enactinents designed to prevent any- 
thing in the nature of what we know 
as a “corner” or “combine.” “Regrat- 
ing” was a criminal offense, and so was 
“forestalling.” The former consisted 
of buying and selling the same day in 
the same market or near it, and the 
latter implied the purchase of merchan- 
dise on the way to market or before 
the hour at which the market com- 
menced, with the intention of selJing 
ata profit, while it was also “forestall. 
ing” to circulate rumors calculated te 
raise the prices of commodities. 

Though these laws have fallen into 
desuetude, they were in force in our 
grandfathers’ time. At Preston, for in- 
stance, there were prosecutions almost 
up to the accession of Queen Victoria.

In the Isolated rural districts, if the 
day be bright and sunny, the men, 
sometimes accompanied by the women, 
go out in the flelda and have a dance, 
similar to the Ionle dance of Homeric 
days.

Of late years, however, the natural 
joyousness of these rem} folk Aas 
given place to extrenre -auness, as 
their national spirit Is bowed down by 
the accumulation of sorrows through 
which they have passed. 

Although the general distribution of 
Christmas gifts 1s not common, save 
as introduced in church or school by 
the missionaries, the richer Armen- 
fans, in remembrance of the ehepherds 
who brought gifts to the babe of Beth- 
lehem, take infinite pleasure in minis- 
tering to the wants of the poor at this 
time, believing that in this way they 
are giving to the Christ. 


Christmas Decorations, 


The decorations which still form 
such a prominent and beautiful fea- 
ture of our Christmas festival sprang’ 
from very old pagan customs, The 
ancient Druids venerated the mistletoe, 
and at the time of the winter solstice 
priests and people went out with much 
pomp to gather the mystic parasite, 
which was supposed to have wonder- 
ful curative properties. Two white 
bulls were tied to the sacred oak on 
which the plant grew and sacrificed, 
while the mistletoe was cut and care- 
fully thrown into a widespread cloth. 
Afterward sprays were distributed 
among the people, who hung them as 
a@ charm over the entrance of their 
dwellings. The charm of ‘under the 
mistletoe"’ is by no means Obsolete, 
as young folks of the present day are 
well aware. 

Rosemary, ivy, hawthorn, holly, bay, 
laurel, and box were all used from 
time immemorial for decorating 
churches and dwellings at Christmas, 
although during the commonwealth an 
effort was made to suppress the prac- 
tice, on the ground that it savoured of 
papal superstition. But nothing could 
quench a custom at once so beautiful 
and so fitting. 

The evergreen sprig has grown into 
the tall Christmas tree, whose laden 
branches spread far and wide. Doubt- 
less the Christmas tree is of German 
origin, though its ancient prototype 
was quite unlike the modern specimen. 
The tree which the old Germans cher- 
{shed during the Yule peace festival 
was in honour of Berchta, goddess of 
spring, and subsequently, after the in- 
troduction of Christianity into Ger- 
many, much of the symbolism that 
had clustered about it was transferred 
to the Christmas tree, which became 
the emblem of eternal spring, and its 
presents a reminder of the most price- 
less of all gifts. 

St. Nicholas, the patron saint of chil- 
dren, had long been accustomed to be- 
stow his gifts on St. Nicholas’ eve, De- 
cemiber 5, but the pleasant little cere- 
mony was transferred to Christmas 
eve, in order to make that festival 
specially attractive to children. 

According to the beautiful German 
legend, the Christ Child comes flying 
through the air on golden wings, 
bringing in the nighttime all manner 
of gifts for good children, and hang- 
ing them on the Christmas tree,

as a salutary lesson for the children, 
whose mouths water for the coming 
feast, and whose eyes watch anxiously 
for the burning out of the candles, 

When the last taper is extinguished, 
and the last moral pointed, all fall to 
—albeit very decorously—upon the lus- 
cious viands. There are delicious lit- 
tle beef rolls enveloped in watercress, 
curious cabbage leaves stuffed with @ 
forcemeat, the thin sheets of gullaj, 
rolled and twisted, covered with sirup 
and Armenian butter, and crowned 
with crispy walnut meats. Pilaff, spe- 
cially prepared for this occasion with 
raisins and beechnuts, is the piece de 
resistance. Then there Is the popu- 
lar mahiebi, a king of custard, made 
with flour, sugar, and milk, flavoured 
with rose-water and served with clot- 
ted cream, to say nothing of rasb’ab, 
concocted from raisins, plums, apples, 
chemis, and often sweetened with 
honey and flavoured with musk, rose- 
water, and limes. 

The next morning, after the ordin- 
ary breakfast of light soup, toast, and 
coffee, paterfamilias, attired in all the 
bravery of his new suit, makes out his 
list for the day's visits. This must 
include not only his nearest relatives 
and friends, but prominent officials and 
business colleagues. Mere acquaint- 
ances or lesser luminaries may be left 
until the second or third day, or the 
father may send his compliments 
through his son. 

In each house the children, dressed 
in their best, are made ready to wait 
upon expected guests. If there is a 
Isttle son, he is deputed to open tha 
door; otherwise this responsibility 
rests with the young daughter of the 
house. In the reception-room, which 
1s on the second floor, the mangal of 
brass or copper, with its “fire of 
coals,” just as when Peter stood in 
the high priest’s palace and warmed 
Nimself, sends out a ruddy welcome, 
and the perfume of ambergris and at- 
tar of rose fills the room.

THE SHAKER 
CHRISTMAS, 


No one probably celebrates the glad 
Christmas holiday in a more pecullar 
way than do the Shakers, those strange 
yet industrious celibrates who were 
brought over from England consider- 
ably over a century ago by the good 
old Mother Ann Lee. ‘There are sev- 
eral colonies of these queer.people in 
the United States, and all enjoy the 
Same pleasures, if there can be such 
things in their lives, and all believe 
in the same doctrines, Years ago 
these honest but misguided people dls- 
covered that the Scriptures directed all 
men and women to live apart. They 
believe that because the Messiah did 
not marry it is a sin for them to do 
80, and consequently there is but one 
love in their lives, and that a love of 
religion. 

The Shakers have a manner and 
utyle pecullarly thelr own and worship 
God in every breath. Believing as they 
do in the Messiah, they think it a duty 
to celebrate the birth of the Saviour, 
and their service on Christmas is most 
beautiful and impressive. 

The remark ‘still as a Shaker meet- 
ing” has often been heard, and those 
who haye attended a meeting of these 
devout people know that a word is 
never spolcen until the “ epirit moves,” 
and so it goes from Sunday to Sunday 
until Christmas comes, which with 
them means a day of the greatest de- 
votion. The day to them does not 
bring the joys, pleasures, and dissi- 
pations of the world; there is no glv- 
ing of gifts, no belief in St. Nicholas, 
no Christrnag tree, and no pleasures; 
in fact, nothing but prayer. No pre- 
parations are made for the glad festi- 
val. 

The morning before Christmas the 
celibrates movs toward the little church 
in couples, ‘The men go by themselves 
and dress in the conventional black, 
with broad brimimed hats and gaze 
Straight before them. They never 
smile, for to smile is a sin in their he- 
lief. The women follow the men and 
wear Shaker bonnets of yellow straw 
and gray gowns, and look prim and 
quaint.

They are very hospitable, 
and it is one of their principles to en- 
tertalin and honour all who come into 
their little world. For days before 
Christmas they find great pleasure in 
eending good things to the poor in the 
neighbourhood, and no matter how poor 
a@ man may be he is sure of a good 
Christmas dinner if he lives in the 
neighbourhood of a colony of Shakers.
